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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the applicants arguments do not overcome the 
rejection of the claims from the previous action. The applicant argues that Murphy does not teach sending reservation request 
information to a distribution server, along with the contact addresses of clients who should be informed that the content distribution wilt 
be performed. Murphy clearly teaches this on lines 34-40 of column 3 as well as lines 39-55 of column 1 1 , particularly pointing to lines 
50-52 of column 1 1 disclosing: "a requesting party can designate a list of subscribers who have paid to view a particular video feed of a 
live event." Applicant also argues that Murphy does not teach sending notification information for notifying that the content distribution 
will be performed where the notification is sent to the contact address of the client users. This is clearly taught by Murphy on lines 28-32 
of column 12 disclosing: "The Master server can provide user functions such as search and query to assist with finding desired video 
feeds, or allow the user to profile tye types of feeds it may want to access and send automatic notification when such feeds become 
available." The combination of a requesting party designating a list of subscribers (lines 50-51 of column 11 of Murphy) and notification 
of when such feeds become available (line 32 of column 12 of Murphy), as cited, clearly teaches the argued limitations. 
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
